
County Road Deficit Fixed At $71/2 Billion by Chace
Unless now sources of rcvc- 

nue an- found, il will require 
7R years to correct all road 
deficiencies in Los Angeles 
Con lily.

This was disclosed Tuesday 
by Supervisor B u r t o n W. 
Chace, chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors' Road Commit- 
lee, who also reported that by 
1070 it will require some TVi 
billion dollars to upgrade all 
City and County roads.

"Because of the tremendous 
Influx of people and cars into 
Southern California, and par­ 
ticularly Los Angeles County, 
the demands on both County 
and City roads are becoming 
greater and greater," Chace 
said. "And, unless we are for­ 
tunate enough to come across 
new sources of revenue, the 
task of correcting all road de­ 
ficiencies in the near future 
Beems an impossibility." 

* * *
CHACE, HOWEVER, pointed 

out that he is against imposing. nny more taxes "because we
just about have reached the 
saturation point on it. Some 
windfall, like possessory inter­ 
est legislation, would no doubt 
be of some help. But we cer­ 
tainly should not expect peo­ 
ple to pay any more taxes than 
they are already paying."

The 7Vi billion dollars re­ 
quired to correct road defi- 
ciences represents approxi­ 
mately 40 per cent of the total 
County and City street needs 
in the entire' state, Chace add­

ed.

"IT IS ALSO interesting to 
note that the 7',i billion brok­ 
en down to an individual basis 
would mean a cost of $10,200 
per family and this, needless 
to say, is quite a sizeable 
amount," he said.

In the meantime, Chace said, 
Road Commissioner N. H. 
Templin has assured him that 
the County Road Department 
will continue to carry out the 
Board policy of using available 
funds for the benefit of the 
largest number of highway
users.

* * *
"THE MAJOR highways will, 

of course, continue to be main­ 
tained in an efficient manner 
but it is easy to see why every 
wish of residents for repair of

minor streets cannot be met," 
he said.

Chaco also revealed that 
during the three-month period 
from July 1 to Sept. .'10 the 
County Road Department de­ 
signed highway construction 
projects totaling $4335,000. In 
addition, there are under con­ 
struction 88 projects with a 
total contract value of 
$5,151,000.

ALSO, THi; ROAD Depart­ 
ment has completed 56 design 
projects during the first quar­ 
ter of. the fiscal year. Chace 
gave the following examples:

He also pointed out that the 
Road Department works on 
projects for incorporated cities 
under service contracts as pop­ 
ularized by the City of Lake- 
wood in 1954. Since then 23 
other cities have requested 
tiiis type of contract.
